The Brownell” letter said the 
US$2,000,000,000 of gold’ bought by 
the United States Government in 
1947 was equivalent to world pro- 
duction, excluding Russia, for about 
two and o half years, It said if the 
United States continued to buy at 
-this rate, it would purchase all the 
monctary gold in the world outside 
of Russia in about 10 ycars, 

The fact that the United States 
already holds 60 percent of the 
world’s gold makes it diMcult for 
other countries to return to the 
gold standard, the letter continucd.
